o thers fo r the sake o f main tain in g p eace. The 
p resen t threaten in g clo u ds in Eu ro p e an d in the 
Orien t may well dev elo p in to the greatest test 
o f p eace sin ce 1914 . Man y statesmen an d wo rld 
o b serv ers hav e made the statemen t that war is 
in ev itab le. All the wo rld ho p es that this so rt o f 
co n v ictio n is o n e hu n dred p er cen t wro n g, b u t b e 
that as it may , o u r chief co n cern is ho w this 
co u n try will b e affected if war do es co me in Eu ­ 
ro p e o r elsewhere. 
The man in the street is heard to remark that 
the Un ited States desires, an d du ty req u ires it, 
that she o ffer p ro tectio n to her o wn citizen s in 
a fo reign lan d. Ho wev er, it wo u ld b e mu ch safer 
if all American s in the dan ger zo n e were to ld to 
get o u t o r su ffer the co n seq u en ce, mu ch as they 
were in the Sp an ish situ atio n . This co u n try has 
n o b u sin ess dictatin g p o licies in an y o ther co u n ­ 
try u n less su ch p o licies are design ed to b rin g 
ab o u t p eace. 
On ce the chan ce o f war tu rn s fro m a remo te 
p o ssib ility to an immediate p ro b ab ility , it is to o 
late to do an y thin g ab o u t it. The man who tries 
to sp eak fo r p eace can ’t get a hearin g. The time 
to wo rk fo r p eace is b efo re the sp irit o f n atio n s 
is so in flamed that it can hear n o thin g b u t the 
ru mb le o f war dru ms. 
Mean while, we n eed to reco gn ize the fact that 
the go v ern men t at Washin gto n is faced with an 
ex tremely to u gh p ro b lem. The leaders o f o u r n a­ 
tio n kn o w what a terrib le thin g war is ju st as 
well as an y o thers.

A su rv ey o f three rep resen tativ e areas in In ­ 
dian a, Illin o is an d Io wa sho ws that ten an t farm ­ 
ers with a high scho o l edu catio n receiv e an av ­ 
erage an n u al lab o r in co me o f $526 a y ear mo re 
than the men with o n ly a co mmo n scho o l edu ­ 
catio n . 
A co llege edu catio n will add to this av erage 
$4 35 a y ear, makin g the in co me o f co llege grad­ 
u ates $97 0 mo re a y ear than the lab o r earn in gs 
o f the men with co mmo n scho o l edu catio n .
